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INTRODUCTION 


Dharaipur has occupied an important place in the 
j-' cultural history of Rajasthan. It is one of the 
ancient regions of the State and formed part of the territory 
of Junwenm — one of the Sixteen Mukd-janapadas of the 
Pali Litoaiurc and closely associated with Mat^^eSa, 
From this region have been discovered not only imirmf 
but earliest pieces of plastic art. The sculptural relics, 
inscriptions, coins etc., collected in this region, will give 
us a dear glimpse into the glory that was once Bharatpur. 
These wonderful sculptural relics arc legible pictorial 
scripts through whicli the masses received education in 
religious subjects and imbibed the symbolism and the 
truth of their faith. The craftsman had, therefore, not 
only to bring out the spirit and mood of the ddty but sym- 
bolisc Him in action as If He could speak to the worshipper, 
move him to his depth and give him hope, strength and 
solace. 

/\n idea arose in the minds of the then authorities 
of the Bharatpur Government in 1939 to preserve the 
cultural heritage of the State. The w-ork was staned with 
Ute collection of sculptures and a few other exhibits, which 
were on display in a room in the Public Library. These 
were shifted to the present building of Kachheri Kalan, 
in tile Fort, in A.D. 1944 under the patronage of the present 
H.H, the Maharaja Sawai Brijendra Singh, who still evinces 
keen interest iit the Museum. Within a short span of 
sixteen years, 11 gradually developed into a full-fledged Slate 
Museum, under its first Curator, Rawat Sbri Chaturbhujdas 
Chaiitrv'edi, Later on tiie Kanu-a Khas Buildings were 
added to it, wliicii once housed in it the Armoury of the 
Rulers, which, now, forms a section to the Museum. The 
following arc the sections of this Museum: 
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1. Archaeology 

2. Armoury 

3. Arts, Crafts & Industry 

4. Children 

5. Miscellaneous. 

1. ARCHAEOLOGY Section is the most important 
and is being re-organized with tlie subsidy of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. Wooden pedestals have been provided 
to the sculptures. This has given a better show besides 
giving facilities for their display anywhere without any 
dislocation. Attempts liave also been made to display a 
particular piece at its place, c.g., door lintd with jamb and 
the sill of early mediact'al period have been so set as to 
form the Doom<^ of a Shrine (No. 78, PI. 1 ). The marble 
Parilcar (canopy) of some Jaina Tlrthahkara (No. 79) 
with insenpdon ofSamvai [679 (AD. jG^s) of the time of 
Mughal Emperor Jahangir, has also been displayed like¬ 
wise. The exhibits in the Catalogue have been briefly 
described with type of material, sizc» period, register number, 
and the year of acquisition. 

In this section are some of the ancient, rare and 
unique coUeciions from Noh, Mallah, Batch, Bayana 
etc. etc. Tliesc clearly pro\'c that the history of the region 
may be pushed back a few centuries before the Christian 
era, if not even earlier. These sculptures range in date 
from the Mauryan period down to the 191J1 century A.D. 
in chronological sequence and represent almost all the 
Hindu gods and goddesses and Jaina Urthahkaras. A 
single specimen of Bodhisativa Moitreya (No. h, P. II) 
of the KushSna period also sixows Buddhist influence in 
this region. Other interesting pieces are Standing Human 
Figure (Raja ?) with seal in left hand (No. i, PI III), 
Kubera (No. 3), 60 inches high Ekmukhi Siva-Ziri^am 
{No. 4, PI. IV), ^ated Dwarfish Figure (Kumbha Rishi ?) 
{No. 5, PI. V), Navagraha Panel (No. 8) preceded by 
Siva liAgam^ Sarvaiobliadra Adinatha (No. la), Marriage 
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1 Scene of Uma-Mahe^a (No, 17), Siva and Bhairava (No, 18). 

Dancing Siva and Ghamuni;Ja (Nos. za & 23), Huge Pane! 
depicting the Ten Incarnations of Viahnu (No, 43), Colossal 
Image of Parivanatha (No. 66), with inscription of Samvat 
1077 (A.D. 1020), Bust of Vishnu (No. 70), Mahishasura* 
tnardini (No. 15S)—and Panel depicting typical Rajasthan 
Love Scene of Dhola-MarQ (No. 87). In epigraphy, 
mention may be made of a Persian inscription (No, 165) 
S from Bayana of the time of X'luglial Lniperor Babar 

wherein liis son K-amran has been shown Governor of the 
region in 1526 A.D. In Numisnaatie, the ten Gupta gold 
coins of the famous Bayana Hoai'd deserve notice. TTn^e 
include coins of Samtidragupta, Chandr^ipta II and 
Kum aragupta I. The Lion-slayer type coin (No, 2CfS, Pi, VT) 
of Chandragupta IJ is very important and imeresiing. 

Besides, the collection in the Museum, mention may 
also be made of the colossal 7 ft. highjwAj/ia at Noh, similar 
to the one now preserved in the Cur^on Museum of Archaeo¬ 
logy at Mathura (U,P,) from Parkham, of the Kush^a 
period. The cult of these jfflArAa and noticeable as 

the earliest specimen of Indian plastic art, was indigenous, 
in origin, with these non-Aiyan deities or Genii. These 
were supposed to be endowed with powers of wealth and 
fertility which they could confer on the devotee. The 
typical Gupta period art depiction in die cotessat 27 ft. 
long rock-cut images of Baldcoji, his consort Rcoii, 
Lakshmi-.Nirayana and Paijdjiva hero Yudhishthira with 
V”ishi]iu and other devotees sustaining on liis head, arc 
outstanding work of plastic art at Roopbas, a place about 
25 miles distance ftoni Bharatpur by direct route.. This 
place is now being connected by a pacca road. 

Recently a hoard ofjaina sculptures has been noticed 
at village Duhinn in the bc<] of river Gambhir, It appears 
there were Jaina shrines, which were loially raised (o the 
ground by the iconoclasts and not a single Jaina family 
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now resides in the vUkge. There arc a large number of ^ 
andetit mounds which await exploration. 

2. ARMOURY Section — The rulers held tbeii 
weapons in high esteem in days gone-by. It w’as idth them 
that they had won their possessions and it ivas with them they 
hold them. A living example of this may be seen in the 
collection and storage of aims in the private apartments^ 
w'here they used to reside and did business. 

Here, one Rnds displayed all kinds of weapons used 4 

in battles of old days. These Include Swords, Daggers, 

Guns, Match-locks, Revolvers, Lance^ Bow and Arrow, 

Canons etc. Swords arc of different kinds having various 
types of Hilts (PI, \TI), These arc made of steel and have 
been termed as of Taulad’, ‘Sakela*, ‘Ispat’ and have 
line work on their hilts in gold and silver according to 
the choice of the user. This ^vork is called 'Koft’, ‘Zar 
Nishan'’, 'Tah-nishan' etc. Mention may be made of the 
sword (No. 324) the blade of which, on one side, is of 
Faulad and on the other of Sakela, the former b sirtmg in 
action and the latter non-breakable* Other noteworthy 
swords arc ^ulftkuT (No. 330) of Sakela — having two pangs 
on end to catch hold of enemy’s sword thus rendering him 
inactive, Una of t'aulad (No. 340), Khuroiani (No. 343}, 
^afar-Ta^a {No, 688), wliich can be kept under Pillow 
and used in emergency, Katti (No. 352), and Kirch (No. 436) 
of Ispat. Amongst the Daggers are uf I'aulad 

and SakcIa (No. 441), CAAttn' (No. 444) with taridc another 
Ckkurii Chhun (No. 504) with jade horsc-hcad handle, 

Khakbri (No. 445J and Katar (No. 4*^6). 

The Guru (Banduq) arc of several typcs» c,g., Tapidar, 

Tmdar, Pathndar, Anr/mi, Ekmli, Domli, Ckar-fcr^ Chht^ftr 
(four and six rounds), Ramchangi f.No, 734) 10 ft. tong. 

Shcr Bachcha (No. 684, PI. Vlil) ; gun Toridar Dtn 
(No. 714) with goltj Kojt work ; gun fitted with empty 
brass ball for air used in killing birds (No. 710). Foreign 
and country made revolvers arc of four to eight rounds,

one of these has automatic system of bullet anti lance 
(No, 677). Cannons mdade Ciiaddarx iminiaturcs) two 
sets of eleven each (No, 768-69) and are of histodcal 
importance and are easy to be handled and forceful in action 
^ce {^No. 771), Gupti Banduq (No, 780). Jag^iol, 
rana^ Gug^ Bagfi Pat^a are other types of weapons used in 
face to face combat. The Bagh Panja iNo. 839. is a t^ical 
weapon said to have been used by Marahatta Sardar Shivaji 
^ m killing Afzal Khan in tfic open court of Aurangieb. 
Bows and ^ow-s are few. Shields (Dhall of leather and 
. steel, of which No. 818 is interesting inasmuch as it can be 
used both for defence and offctice as four revolvers arc 
fitted in It. .Armours of iron rings (No, 852) are also in- 
tcrestmg,

3, ARTS, CRAFTS & INDUSTRY Section has been 
so arrang^ as to give a comparaiivc idea of cxJiibits manu¬ 
factured in Bharatpur region, in Rajasthan, in India and 
foreign lands. These have been represented by Exhibits of 
Earthenware, Pottery', Glass, Wood, and stone. Those 
d^rving special notice arc Sandiewood and Ivory FLY- 
WHISKS (No, 854-56), H,AND FANS (No. 865-66, PI. IX) ; 
the art of weaving m stilf material like wood and ivory is a 
remarkable performance of the artist of Bharatpur ' 
ANTIMO.VY BOX (Shringardan and liradan) having ivory 
inlaid and overlaid works ; embroidered cotton SKIRT 
(No, 87/) wom by the ladles ol a Muslim agrlcuUiiral caste 
called Meo, earthenware, pottery and metal utensils for 
domcsiic purposes, include vases and goblets having fine gold 
floral work on lacqcr from Bikaner; incised and embossed 
worlB on brass utensils from Jaipur, gold iloral both overlaid 
and inlaid work on marble trays, vases from Agra and some 

pottery and glass FLOUTiR POTS of foreign make arc also 
interes ting 

4, CHILDREN Section has been organjard to impart 
general knowledge to children besides affording diem entcr- 
lainmctii. In this Gallery have been displayed TOYS made 







of Sandlewood, Ivory, Paper - machic, Brass, Siooe ; 
VEGET.\BLE AND FRUITS ; a few specimen of zoology/ 
c.g., g 6 inches long Crocodile (No. 1345)1 stufled LION'S 
CUE (No, 1350), boar babies (No. 1356-57), VAN 
MANUSH (No. 1360), WOLF (No. 1359), African MONKEY 
(No. 1358), EGGS (No. 1400-3) of differeni types of Birds, 
Tea-poy and Bos (No. 1357) in Elephant Leg; Life Sketches 
of Bed-Buga (No. 1406), Frogs (No. 1407), Moisquiloc 
(No. 1408}; Physiology Charts including Map of Mankind 
(No. 1421-^2); CoUecdon of Postage Stamps (No. 1413-14) ; 
Model of a CH.\RIOT (No, 864, Pi, X) dra^vn by two 
bullocks made of sandlcwood and Musical lastniment — 
Jailarang are uorthy of notice. A view of ‘Progress of Light’ 
has been arranged from an earthenware lamp, kerosene oil 
lantern,gas lamp and the present-day electricity* 

This section ends with an exhibit called Gl'AJ{ 
CIJAWSa4R (No. 1198), This belongs to Vikrama Samvat 
1667 (A.D. tGio) and depicts such an early art of embroiden' 
in silk. This is intcresdng inasniuch as that it denotes the 
results of good and had deeds of a person. By good deeds 
one can reach the abodes of Brahma, Vishnu, and Mahesha 
by mctons of ladders and by bad deeds one goes down to Hell 
by falling into the moutlis of snakes. The game of snake 
and ladder is probably the outcome of the above 
represemation. 

5, MISCELLANEOUS Section begins with the display 
of P.AINTINGS belonging to the Mughal School of the 
i7Lh century A.D., and of the diiTcrent schools of Rajasthan, 
e.g„ Jaipur, Jodhpur, Kotali, Kishangarh, Udaipur, 
Naihdwara, B until and Bharatpur. The Bharatpur Paintings 
arc of the late i8th century A.D, and depict Knshna-ii'if 
scenes and some of the incamatiom ol' Viahiju (No. 1449-68 
Pb. XI & XTI) ; others include Paintings on Pipal leaves 
(No. 1470-78) and on mica (No. 1549-76). There are nine 
hand-written Mss,, earliest amongst them is SAlfAJ SAJfEfU 
(No. 1579) of Samvat 1667 (A.D, 1610). 


f Ponraits of the Rulers (No. 1433-47), Coat of 

Arms, State Flags, Brass &. Coiipcr Revenue Stamp Blocks 
of Bharatpur and Dholpur States (No. 1616-17), Dvmastic 
sketch of tlie Bharatpur Rulers (No. t6io) have been 
displayed in the \Osccilaneous Section. The model of 
Girraj-ji's Temple at Goverdhana (No. 1321) is also 
interesting, _ 

The covenanting State of Bharatpur is a JAT princi- 
t pality. The Jats are a branch of the great Gocltc race. 
Though reduced from the rank they once had amongst ihe 
"Thirty-six Royal Races*’ they appear never 10 have 
renounced the Zaiv o/" Itidependiitc^. The name of dneinnatus 
ofilie Jats who abandoned his plough to lead his countrymen 
against their tyrants was CHURJl^fA^'' (upto A.D. 1722), 
who availed the rear army of the Nlnglud Emperor 
Aurang^cb in the dosing 17th ceniur>' A.D., when he was 
proceeding, on his 30 years war, to Deccan. 

Raja Badan Singh 7^2-55 A.D.J, ^vas the first Chief 
of the Jais who was installed in the town of Dccg. He was 
succetrded by his eldest son Maharaja Surajmal (A.D. 
* 755 ‘® 3 ) made his capita! at Bharatpur. Maharaja 
burajmaj and his son Maliai’aja Jawahar Singh (A.D, 
^ 7 t> 3 -S 5 ) 'iiade repeated onslaughts on .Xgra and Delhi and 
looted the Mughal treasury. *\faharaja Ratijii Singh 
(A.D, < 777 **S^ 5 ) defeated the British Army and retained 
independence; and it was in 1826 .A.D, that the State was 
surrendered after hca^'y loss of lives. 

The Museum, housing such a collection, i$ in the Fon 
wliich has several otlter imporiant places inside it and around 
it, dcsei^ing of special mention. Tliese are As/tlrthaii Dwr 
ShtiUm of the famous Clutter Port, Jarvahar Bur] wih paintings 
in the cdiiiig of a Haradari and an Iron Pillar containing thr 
gcncalogj- of the Rulers, Palaces, Hamam and Fountains, 
Faujdar DtuLsiTtgh-ki-KBchm 6? Palaces, J^tmgarho 

■ and Kiihofi Bam-ka-Mahal^ Temples of I^la XIaharaja, 
Batdif}' Bihariji^ .Syami Xiurariji, Gmga Xlaitdir^ hdiskmanjVs 
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Temple^ Santefchijrs Temple, Jama Masjitl, Sikh Cttrdware 
has a histor>' behind it. Maharaja JawTihar Singh en^gcd 
six tliousand Sikhs to help in the victory over DcUii, On 
the successful termination of the mission, this Gurdwara 
ground was awarded to the Sikhs. By its side stands the 
Delhi Gate which 'tvas constructed tn commemotate his 
victory, Phoolwari or the PHOOdfS Bungalow and Ahti 
Makal^ the present palaces of the Maharaja, are worth 
seeing. The old Palaces at Kumher, Rao Holkar’s Chhatii 
at Gangaisoli, Palaces on Venitian pattern and Fort at Deeg, 
eighty-lbur pillared Mosque at Kama or Kamavana, 
Phaolwan Palace and Fort at Weir, Bandfi Baraiiha and the 
Gupta period Vijay Mandirgarh Fort, toth century A.D. 
Usha Temple and several Muslim monuments at Bayana 
which are at some distances from Bharatpur, are noteworthy, 
A word may be said here about the description of exhibits 
in Armoury Section. Tijc description contained herein 
conforms literally to the one found entered in old registersi 
which arc in Devanagari script and in Braj Bhashi, a local 
dialect of the region. The description has been retained 
with a view to maintain chastity in description as given 
by the beat technical expert.
